RIGA, Aug..11.—The. Soviet Goyern- 
ment. will tolerate no .inferference in 
the internal affairs of Russia, ‘‘ We 
will gladly accept. all purely humani- 
tarian aid ‘that may be offered /to us, 
but to any attempts to take. away the 
prerogatives of ‘the Soviet Government 
or .any “part of its ower we reply 
‘nonpossumus.’”” Such was the firm 
statement of Maxim Litvinoff who re- 
ceived the foreign press representa- 
tives ‘this morning. , 

“He. prefaced his remarks by the state- 
ment that as representative of, the Céen-| 


Soviet. Government he had’ no political 
object, only humanitarian, his aim 
being to arrange for foreign co-oper- 
ation in fighting the Volga famine, 
which embraced ten governments of 4 
total area of 600,000 square versts, a 
population of 13,000,000 peasants and 
2,000,000 townspeople. Litvinoff then 
Save details already published regard- 
ing the famine.

4 Measures Taken by Soviet. 


Litvinort outlined-the following meas-| 
ures. already taken-~ by the: Soviet au- 
thorities : 

First—The creation of a Central Soviet 

‘Famine Relief Commission to cbd-ordi- 
fiate: and diréct\all relief activities. 
, Second—The création of a non-politital 
faminé commission, including ‘members 
of both the Czarist-and Kerensky Cab- 
inets, to which has been given full free- 
dom .to act-not only centrally, but local- 
ly,. on relief work witi@jit interference 
of any kind and is allowed to send its 
own delegation abroad. 

Third—The Volg.. area has been freed 
from’ thé food tax, which has been esti-' 
mated at 1,000,000 tons, so that this may 
be devoted to feeding the urban cen- 
tres. 

Fourth—-A specizi Zomunittee has been 
formed to. look after children. Five 
trains have already been ‘sent ‘to, the 
.famine area with food, baths, medicine, 
&¢c., and to evacuate children to North 
and Central’ Russia, Thus Toula, Where 
food. eonditions are better, has sareed 


to. take 15,000. 

Fifth—Special measures SO been 
taken for the evacuation of "* fugitives,” 
py whom Litvinoff explained *he méant 
principally former inhabitants of West- 
ern Russia, who had-fled to ‘the Volga 
distrtet from the Germans, and now 
were trying to Yeturn to their old homes.

SENT PRELIMINARY ‘REPORT 


Its Tenor Is Not Made Known, 


but It Is Said to Oppose. 
Granting Independence Now.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood will be appointed Gov-| 
ernor General of the Philippines, pro- 
vided: the Uniyersity, of Pennsylvania 
consents to -his release, Secretary of 
War Weeks announced today. . ¢ 

The decision of the Administration to 
name General Wood efor the Philippines 
post/has been held in abeyance for some 
| time, the Sechetary said, in order to per~ 
mit the General to submit his réport-on 
conditions in the island possessions. ’ “A 
“preliminary report«has already been 
stibmitted by General Wood, as head 
of the Wood-Farbes Commission, which 
has beén investigating conditions in the 
Philippines for some months past. 

General Wood has indicated’ his will- 
ingness to accept the post notwithstand- 
ing the fact that prior to his departure 
for Manila he declined it on the ground 
ad already seen too much ser- 
vice in the tropics, It is, understood 
that, the General became so interested 
in the Philippine ‘situation’ as a result 
of his investigation that/he reversed his 
original decision. 

No official annbuncement has been 
made ag to Ythe tenor of General Wood's 
preliminary report. ' It is, understood, 
however, that condftions 'as seen by the 
Genefal do not warrant the granting of 
independence to the Philippines imme- 
diately. In the communication to Sec- 
retary 0f War, Weeks, which was fot- 
warded almost immediately to the White 
House, General Wood ‘summarized his 
views of the situation, based upon visits 
tu about. three-fourths of the-sarea he 
intends to’ investigate. 


When it was announced that’ General 
Wood had agreed to head the University 
o¥ Pennsylvania, it was made plain that 
General Wood's acceptance was condi- 
tionai upon his services not being needed 
by the Government. In view of this 
fact itis believed, that no difficulty 
will be placed in. the ‘way of General 
Wood's acceptance » 108 the ee 
post. 

As Governor. Generat of the Philip- 
pihes, General Wood would receive a 
salary of $24,000 a year with a fesidence 
at the Government's éxpense. In addi- 
tion,\ he ‘would. receive approximately 
$6,000 as retired army pay.

‘Republican Congressmen are said to 
think that it will never do to follow 
the President and Secretary MELLON 
because the taxes proposed by them 


are unpopular. Spokesmen of the 


other party have similarly strange 
ideas of ;what the country is thinking.’ 
The ranking Democratic. member of 
the Ways and’ Means Committee op- 
poses the proposal to repeal the ‘* rich 
men’s taxes,’ meaning the excess 
‘| profits tax and the income surtaxes. 
But the kountry has learned that taxes 
levied for ‘the punishment of the rich 
are mostly: ‘paid by the poor, and that 
the remnant does not suffice for the 
needs of the Treasury, The greatest, 
effect of these rich men’s taxes is to 


divert funds from industry to exempt 
investments. It is better policy to!lay 
taxes for revenue rather than for the 
punishment of the rich. 

Any: plan which” serves to get the 
Tax bill through the House before Con- 
gress rests from: its exhausting labors 
serves a good end, and need. not be’ 
criticised too closely.’ It is well under+ 
Stood that the Senate will. make .both 
the Tax and Tariff bills. The propdésal’ 
to repeal the transportation ‘tax 
halves;‘completing the process in 1923, 
has been improved by alteration into 
a proposal for repeal. at one operation 
next New Year’s.. The case is stronger 
for the railway taxes because what the 
Treasury takes from the. railways in 
tax collections is repaid to them either 
by the Treasury on account of’ Goyern- 
tment debts to the railways or by those 
who pay freights and fares.

Why Central -of/ Central Park trees 
Park it has been customary 

to “assume ‘that their 

Trees “Die. failure to thrive, and 
the frequency and untimeliness of their 
deaths, are due to the quality. of the soil 
in which they are obliged to make their 
struggle for life. It is a fact, of course, 
that, there is a good déal of “‘made land” 
in the’ Park,’ and in many. places the 
covering of| the rocks is but thin. All 
through this end of the State, however, 
trées flourish vigorously where the ledges 
that underlie our ~hills “are; near the 
surface or plainly. eeposed to view, and 
all land is“ made land,’’ag a matter of 
fact, it making little difference, so far 
as trees are concerned, whether the 


manufacture was natural or artificial. 

It seems at least possible, therefore, 
that the cause, of trouble. ‘in Céntral 
Park is one hitherto unconsidered, and 
that it is to be found not in: soil on- 
ditions not essentially unlike those/ex- 
isting in the upper part of Manhattan 
Island, in. the undeveloped sections ‘of 


the Bronx, and in .many and great 
stretches.of Westchester County—all of 
these’ being regions where ‘many. kinds 
of trees grow vigorously and@attain t 
sizes and ages. .From these areas Cen- 
tral Park differs chiefly in: thé peculli- 
arities that it is long and narrow, that 
it is-surrounded on every side by-streets 
coveréd by impervious pavements, with 
sewers that carry off all tfe rain that 
falls on the streets themselves and the 
contiguous lots, and that in the Park 
there are many miles of roads.and paths, 
which also’ are all impervious to watér 
and connected, 
with sewers.

they.do not get enough of. it, and woul 
thrive if means were taken to restore 
what has. béen taken away from them 
and -wasted in.our rivers. © 

This theory is at least plausible, for, 
as everybody knows, the Park trees and.
